summer was devoted more especially 
to collecting specimens of insects, birds 
and small auirnals ami forwarding 
them to Professor II. A. Surface, state 
zoologist, at Harrlsburg. 
In tbe late 


fall ami early winter printed mutter 
relating to plant life AMIS distributed 
and search made for signs of the San 
Jose scale. 


The next work of the committee was 


arranging for the distribution of sev- 
eral hundred packets of seed. whi«h 
were sent out among the members 
March 8, each packet ucompauied by a 
circular reading as follows: 


The zoological committee of Tioga 


count}' Pomona grange, as first le<sou 
in nature study among our member- 
ship, requests that the accompanying 
packets of vegetable and tlower seeds 
be divided among the younger mem- 
bers In grange families in each subor- 
dinate grange In the county and the re- 
sults reported as follows:

Is proposed to, collect specimens of 
plants, rocks, woods, birds' nests, etc., 
and preserve them at our grange halls. 
It is hoped in this way to build up a 
museum containing specimens 01* every- 
thing that grows In our county as wei! 
ns samples of rocks and minerals.
